^V■llat should be the relation between 
«tudent and parents? It should clearly not 
be the same rclaiion as that bcnvccn parent 
and school-boy nor yei the same as be- 
tween a parent and a boy who has a job. 
The college man is neither as dependent 
as the one, nor as indepedent as the other. 

The college man feels somehow that he 
■has become an individual He has pro- 
gressed from the stage of being "jNiarj-'s 
dear little child", to the neighbours, 
through the stage of "the Jones kid" to the 
fellowE, until he feelf entitled to be recog- 
nized as "Mr. Jones", to his contempor- 
aries and peers. The idea of parental dis- 
cipline ami control is tiien somewhat re- 
.Bented by him. 

On the other hand, ''Mr. Jones'' is 
much more of a drain on the "Old Man's" 
jpocket book than he vat at "tiit Jonet 
ikid", and Father Jones feeis that his wishes 
iDUght to be respected, if for no other rea- 
lon than by virtue of this purse-string 
connection. 

Student and parent are separated by 
it wide gulf of years and experience. The 
V Btudent is not wise enough to appreciate 
iiis parents' wisdom, and the parents are 
•0 much older, that they don't appreciate 
::the growing wisdom of their offspring. Tiie 
îjesult is that the student dubs his parents 
.jold-fashioned, and the activities and diver- 
sions of their dearly belowed is often a 
.iource of annoyance and chagrin to ilie 
;jnother and father. 

Then there it the question of idéale. 
■JThe father wants his ctoy to make home- 
Cthing of himself, the boy can't see it. More

ithe father's standards. 

The comparative apparent indiffer-

^^hose lives are bound up with Johnny or 
■^lary. ''Gallou- youth," an epitlicl tou uf- 
:<«n applied, ie not without justification, 
^nd yet it is perfectly rational tiiat a boy 
,ÇT girl should have aspirations and associa- 
itipns above and beyond the home— their 
tli(e il just beginning. The lives of their 
:jJ)^^rentE are usually well set into a groove, 
jrçitbjsr narrow or wide, and its centre is 
i.tjipjljijRie they have created and built up, 
(flf jvhich the children arc the most impori- 
;<H»t part. 

ï^uestions of expenditure, questions of 
l^cipiinc and control are sharpened by the 
.toUunderslandhigs here outlined. 

The cause of misunderatanding is per-

There exists such « «isnperoiis (pinioMi-y iti (his 
eounlrj' to nhwee th» mpniiins of ihcfi' words 
tliR( we arr fm.il'y f.Mood lo r\:iminc o\iv 
lion in tho light of tho.^e remaining libcvtics 
which «T« supposed to toim part of our gi^eal 
democratic herltag«. 

Now freedom of si»cch simply intplics tl\e 
right of the individtial to express InnueK free- 
ly on any controversial .subject. This general 
definition is b«J*d upon two impoilniii nf- 
sumptions which must be clearly understood 
before an api>reciaUôh ot its exict significance 
is at sU possible. Tiie first assumption is Uint 
the i;uestii»n of freedom ot speech is only rais- 
ed or has mesning when it concerns vital poli- 
tii-fil, .«vVirI or economic issues that are e.xtvome- 
ly coniroxcrsial at the time. It is quite ob- 
vious that any public discussiou on subjects 
which arc for the moment relatively immaterial 
does not inwlve the individuals right of self- 
expression, no matter how controversial these 
particular topics hsppen to be. For in.Maiu-e. 
the test for tJie existence of freedom of .speecli 
m any country cannot be satisfied by tlie fact 
that a certain Mr. Piffle gax-e a frank and cour- 
ageous speech on "Iceland— its Weakness and 
its Strength", over a nationwide hook-up. Af- 
ter all there are so many "respectable" and 
non-too-provoking topics such as this which can 
even now be discussed quite frocly in Naii 
Germany. But these are completely irrelevant 
when compared to the real burning issues at 
present confronting human society— issues hav- 
ing to do with our many social and economic 
difficulties— i.ssues relsling to peace and war. 
In the final analysis iî is the individual's pri- 
vilege and right to discuss those latter prob- 
lems that must be the proof of tlie existence 
of freedom of speech. 

Ripht to Criticiie. 
The second impartant assumption upon 
which our definition is based rests upon the 
fad that freedom of speech allows the indi- 
vidual TO FREELY TAKE SIDES on those 
grave controwrsial problems. This would 
seem an obvious privilege in any democracy, 
for IS .-lot the open expression and clash of hu- 
man ideas, e\"en under the most unfavorable 
conditions, the very soul of democracy? At 
least that has been British tradition if not com- 
pletely ours. In the last decade we have wit- 
nessed in this country increasing attacks upon 
the democratic right of citizens to criticize 
freely the political, social and economic poli- 
"cies of the established government. Behind 
it all is the insldiotis desire "to enable tis to 
get along so much better by establishing in 
these critical times that unity of thought and 
action eharacieristic o! a totalitarian state". It 
is needless lo say that under such a wonderful 
unity there can never be any room for "ill-ad- 
vised", "unappropriate", "inopportune", "dis- 
respectful", "impleasant," and "untimely" 
speeches. 

Rationalized excuses. 
Now this growing tendency so strongly re- 
flected in the recent attitude of our local press 
in this country, is more dangerous because of 
the fact that it is always being cunningly justi- 
fied by means of high-sounding but empty 
apologies. For instance eve.i m time of peace, 
whenever an important public sr*ech is made 
that doesn't happen to be in conformity with 
the essential policies of the press, the speaker 
is often scolded in a somewhat impatient edi- 
torial for "abusing the privilege of freedom of 
speech". If That it ineffective enough then v/e 
can expect a long and solemn editorial on the 
■ patxiotic need of having complete and abso- 
lute faith in our angelic leaders in this hour of 
trial and tribulation". This latter line is used 
with great effect in Nazi Germany, But if even 
this proves inadequate for the occasion a short 
but fiery editorial will establish once and for 
all— and beyond « shadow <rf a doubt, that 
• Irewiom is not license, and the speaker would 
better mind his w«ys of else . . . ," It is also 
a pleasure to state that at this very time of writ- 
ing « brand new "angle" has been co;)vi.-ni<3ntJy 
invented which was joyfully caught up by tht- 
press: Jt is lo the effect that ihtre it such a 
thing as "freedom of silence" wJiicii it equally 
important In a demoaacy as freedom of speed). 
One can really marvel at the amazing vcrsatil- 
ity of the mental conlorlioiiisl. 

<• * * 
The preM;nl excuse for a rigid consorsliip 
and Uic sharp cartailment of our freedom of 
speech seerwi to be the fact that this counU-y 
is at war and therefore we cannot for the pre- 
«ent, afford the luxury of our custornai-y demo- 
cratic privileges. It is certainly Uiking s rallier 
cynical view of democracy to assume tlmt il 
must put on a totalilarlan garb and seal the 
lips ol iu ciiiaens v/henever « grave national 
crisis is faced. If v/c have any great belief— 
any deep trust In the philosophy of democracy 
as a Xorm of government then v/e mugt main- 
tain that any form 0/ reaimentalion tends lo 
divide and not uniU,- a people even in time of 
war. It is not by the brutal imprisonment of 
the intellect that we can even hope to solve our 
most critical problems, but rather by Uiat free 
expression pf idç-w v/hich Is conducive to the 
grt-aitj.t progress In every field of human cn- 
duavoor. 

Besides, Uie war is still largely In a diplo- 
matic stage. England has just concluded a 
mutual assistance pact with Turkey; a Balkan 
NeuUulily Block under tlu JiijcJcrship of JIuly

CADUCEUS 



MEDICAL eVMBOLIBM. 

Snnkps )iHv» ahvayii fascinated the human 
mind since creation. Ever since Adam and 
Eve were successfully tempted from the straight 
and naror^v palha reptiles have seemed (0 place 
high In the affairs of men. The annke first 
showed man the pathway of sin and frnni IIihI 
Imie II ijecame a symbol which hiis represent- 
ed many Ihlnss in history. 

Amongst other uses, the anake has come 
to represent Iho medical profession. The cndu- 
cou.s, which consists of hvo spr|irnls coiWI alioiil 
a polo with spreading wlnK,i at the lop, over 
a period of years hiis come to be represeiilH- 
tivc of medicine. Actually, it is a symbol ol 
Hermes, who wns the God nf Commerce, mer- 
chants and thieves. The true medicnl symbol 
is the club of Acsculiiptus, which consists of 
a single scrpcnl entwined about a staff. 

The evolution of these snnkc insignia, niid 
their relationship to medicine, is a most fascin- 
ating story. Lot us consider first llic cndticeiis, 
or two serpent symbol. This is whnl one sees 
nowaday.^ on public medical buildings, medical 
statues and on motor cars owned by doctors. 
To find the origin of this symbol, one must ko 
way back to Babylonian times, about 4000 B.C. 
There the caducous is found on certain cylin- 
ders and vases. The people of thai day wor- 
shipped the symbol as a god of spring and fer- 
tility, and as a messenger and an agent of the 
Mother Goddess. In Roman mythology, on 
the other hand, this symbol was regarded as 
the staff of Hermes, who was the God of mer- 
chants, the messenger of all the gods, and the 
source of riches, wealth, etc. Even today at the 
entrance to Marseilles harbor there is a large 
statue of a caduceus which is an ornament of 
mercantilism. All of which has little if any 
relationship to medicme. 

Nevertheless a certain printer of the four- 
teenth century began to use this symbol on 
medical publications of his day. From that 
time onward it has been used as a symbol of 
the medical profession from time to time, until 
today it if the insignia of the United States 
Public Health Service and of the Medical Corps 
of the United States. 

True Symbol. 

The story of the development of the club 
of Aesculapius, or the true medical symbol 
reads like a murder mystery. It sees that the 
wife of the Greek sun-god Apollo fell in love 
with another man shortly before giving birth 
to a son. Hearing of this Illicit affair, Apollo 
killed his wife and her lover. But before the 
wife's body was burned, her baby was rescued 
and grew up to be Aesculapius. 

Apollo is supposed lo have handed down to 
his son the powers of healing which he pos- 
sessed. Thus it is thai Aesculopius developed 
a reputation of being able to not only cure the 
sick, but also to bring the dead lo life again. 
Tradition has it thai he was shut up in a house 
once with a man whom he waa asked to cure. 
While he was musing on the method lo be 
employed, a snake approached hlin and entwin- 
ed itself about hi.s .staff. He is lald (n have 
killed il and Ihtn saw a second .serpent come 
v/ilh a piece of herb In its moulh, administer 
the herb to Ibe dead snake and revive It. See- 
ing this phenomenon, Aesculapius made use of 
(he herb with his palient and henceforth used it 
hablluslly. Because of this story, the staff of 
Ae£('uliipiue has come to have a «eri>«nl en- 
Iwincd about il, and now is used as a true 
symbol of medicine. 

Down through (he centuries one can find 
abundanl examples of the single serpen! being 
uBtd as 8 medical symbol. For example, wo 
find llial the coul nf arms granled In one ,[oha 
].,cchc, surgeon lo Edward III, contained a 
single serpent entwined about a Ireo, which ro- 
proscnlcd the Tree of Ufe. Again we see plates 
with the Ausculapian symbol udorninii Ihu Fa- 
culty of Physicians and Surgi;ons of OInsaow. 
Ai llie jjruticnl llmu liie irui: club of Ausculii- 
pius is the symbol used by Ihc BriUsli Medical 
Corps and a modification of It is used by Um 
French "Corpa MiliiiiiK.".

Winch launching is a rapid 
form of training through the 
more advanced stages and per- 
mits the pupils to get enough 

height to circuit the field or do 
circles or figures-of-eight be- 
fore landing. The club winch is 
being built on the stripped- 
down rear chassis of Hortense, 
the tow-car which was ttsed In 
flying at St. Hubert airport, and 
consists of a Marmon eight 
cylinder motor mounted cross 
wise and driving a drum which 
extends beyond the side of the 
car. A small gate of rollers 
mounted on the front fender 
- will guide the three thousand 
feet of cable as It is wound up , 
on the drum, A full set of con- 
trols will be installed for the 
winch driver.

In use 'the winch is faced to lee^ 

ward and the cable is stretched to 
its full length along the ground 
straight downwind. The winch 
motor is started, the ring on the 
end of the cable is placed in the 
hook at the nose of the glider, the 
winch driver lets the clutch in 
quickly with the motor turning 
over fast and the glider is drawn 
forward and takes off. For a short 
distance the climb is slow but 
when a point is reached from which 
a safe recovery can be made if the 
cable breaks the pilot permits the 
machine to ciimb more rapidly and 
soon reaches the highest point to 
which the winch will take him. He 
noses down, trips the release and

After ten years of playing and 
watching football games In and 
aroiuid Montreal and even in the 
cities visited by the Inlcrcollegiale 
temn, I have come lo the conclu- 
sion, and I know 1 am not alone In 
this, that Canadian Football under 
Ihe present rules is dead, but hasn't 
the sense to lie down. This, I real- 
ize, Is not a novel conclusion and 
I don't want lo be considered as 
having arrived at It suddenly. Ten 
ypars nf having It pounded homo 
has at least hod effect. 

It pleased me to see thai there Is 
n fellow sufferer- In the person of 
the author of the column 'Daily 
Sporls' which appeared in the Mc- 
Gill Daily Nov. 16. Let mc go back 
Ihrce ypiirs ago, to n mectmg held 
in Montreal High School and at- 
tended by the coaches of the vari- 
ous high schools of the island of 
Montreal. There it was decided that 
the game as il was played in (ho 
schools needed a revitalizing factor 
(11- factors. In succo^sive meetings in 
following years the rules govern 
ing the InterscholasUc League were 
changed until Ihis season unlimited 
interference was in order. A for 
ward pass was allowed to be thrown 
from anywhere behind the line of 
scrimmage also an onside pass was 
permitted behind the goal line. I 
understand that this last rule will 
be under discussion this fall as to 
its pros end cons. 

As can readily be seen, the game 
became wide open. High scores rC' 
suited, but most important of all 
injuries were cut down consider 
ably. The players when questioned 
seemed generally to like the new 
rules. As one said, "I have some 
thing lo do on each play, beyond 
merely trying to baiter the oppon 
ents into unconsciousness." The pen' 
allies that can be meted out are 
more severe and consequently make 
for more carefuly play. For ex- 
ample a player can be sent from 
the field for (1) clipping, (2) trip- 
ping, (3) hurdling the line. (4) in 
terference when his team is not in 
possession, etc., and not be allowed 
to re-enter that particular game. On 
the -.enforcement of these penalties 
depends the injury list. 

From the spectators' standpoint a 
game such as the West Hill vs. 
Loyola game offers a good example. 
In the first half, a total of four 
kicks, yet the ball changed ends at 
least four times. Yards were made 
by either team frequenUy and it 
was not uncommon to see runs of 
20, 30, and 40 yards from line plays. 
The second half was a duplicate of

Nearly two-thirds of the vast 
army of students who read more 
than 830 college and university 
newspapers believe that their publi- 
cations .should not limit their edi- 
torial comment to campus problems, 
but should also take up matters of 
national and international import* 
ance. 

This is the result of a national 
poll just taken by the Student 
Opinion Surveys of America, . the 
college newspaper's public opinion 
news service that weekly reports 
surveys taken by means of mathe- 
matical samplings. The Oklahoma 
Daily is a co-operating member, 
aiding in conducting the interviews 
on the University of Oklahoma 
campus, which is one of the key 
polling institutions from coast to 
coast. 

This sentiment, although well 
turned toward the positive side, is 
not dictate from the readers to the 
editors, however, for the survey 
shows that this is clearly a local 
problem. Readers of large univers- 
ity newspapers such as the Minne 
sola Daily or the Michigan Daily 
are almost unanimous In their be 
lief that editorial stands should not 
be limited. But in smaller schools, 
v/here papers do not carry wire 
news of world happenings and 
campus problems are more Intl 
mately felt, student bodies in some 
instances voted to keep the editorial 
page strictly to their own affairs.

cess of education." 

Course In Systems Praised 

In their article, Adams and Har- 
old distinguish between advocating 
communism, socialism and fascism 
and merely teaching the principles 
behind the governmental and eco- 
nomic systems. 

The writers further point out that 
jthe course in economic systems con- 
trasting all popularly advocated 
economic systems with American 
capitalism most often comes imder 
fire. Tliey contend that this course 
equips the student with a better 
knowledge of the advantages of the 
American way. 

That the professors in American 
schools do not among themselves 
agree enturely as to the strength 
and weakness of the American in- 
dustrial system is adntitted by 
Adams and Harold. It is probable, 
however, they state, that professors 
.of economics, political science, and 
business, as a group, are more bal- 
anced in their ideas and expressions 
than groups of bankers or merch- 
ants. 

Three Groups Cited. 

"The professors of economics in 
our colleges might be divided into 
three groups," they write. "The 
first group will constitute a major- 
ity of the professors of economics. 
They have a very high regard for 
capitalism as contrasted with social- 
istic systems. 

'They consider many of the pres- 
ent-day economic problems arishig 
from the operation of our industrial 
system to be of a very serious 
nature. They believe, however, that 
most, if not all. of these problem.s 
can be solved without changing the 
fundamental principles of our capi- 
talistic system." 

In the second group, the univer- 
sity ei-onomisUs would pl.ice the ex- 
treme radicals and in the third the 
extreme conservatives. The writers 
believe that the extreme conserva- 
tives far outnumber the radical 
group. 

Adams and Harold point out that 
collegiate schools of business arc 
aiding capitalism to survive by sup- 
plying industry with youth trained 
In basic prineiples and trained to 
solve !Uoblcni.s that prosont Uiem- 
sclvos iu 11.S oi>vration.
